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MEMOIR 


URING a lifetime rich in artistic accomplishment, the late 
Louis Rorimer exerted a singularly strong and lasting influence. 
Born in Cleveland in 1872, he studied art there and abroad; on his 
return from Europe, after studying for several years at the famous 
Académie Julian in Paris, the Munich Kunstgewerbe Schule, and in 
England, his ambition to become a sculptor was diverted to the field of 
interior decorating. He founded in 1896 the Rorimer-Brooks Studios, 
of which he was the president until his death in 1939, and became 
known nationally as a pioneer exponent of decorative art and the 
leader of his profession in Cleveland. His sense of the beautiful was 
admirably supplemented by a sense of fitness, as exemplified in the in- 
terior decoration and furnishing carried out by his firm in private 
homes, clubs, theatres and hotels, notably the entire Statler chain. His 
creed as a modernist was essentially practical and founded on an in- 
tense appreciation of the classic and the old cultures of Europe. As 
instructor in design and architectural modeling at the Cleveland 
School of Art for many years, Louis Rorimer developed and aided 
many young artists who later gained distinction. Among his most fa- 
mous students of former years are Norman Bel Geddes, A. G. War- 
shawsky, and Charles Burchfield. 

Over and above Louis Rorimer’s immediate influence on home 
decoration as the guiding genius of the Rorimer-Brooks Studios, he 
was deeply interested in Cleveland’s cultural institutions. He served at 
various times as vice-president and trustee of the Cleveland School of 
Art, member of the advisory council of the Cleveland Museum of Art, 
president of the Play House, thereby extending his aesthetic ideals to 
the drama, a founder of the Cleveland Society of Artists, and presi- 
dent of the Rowfant Club for book collectors. He was vice-president 
and member of the board of governors of the National Chapter of 
the American Institute of Decorators, member of the board of direc- 
tors of the Hotel Statler Company and Hotel Pennsylvania, and in 
1925 a member of the Hoover Commission from the United States to 
the Industrial Arts Exposition in Paris. 

From among the many tributes to Louis Rorimer we quote from 
the memoriam of the Trustees of the Cleveland Museum of Art: 


‘, . his life was given to the cause of the city he loved. Student of 
the arts, designer, artist, profound lover of beauty in every form, his 
time and effort were given lavishly to every institution or cause which 
would further those ideals . . . . Indefatigable worker, loyal friend, 
connoisseur, creative spirit, he left a deep and lasting impress upon the 
world in which his interests lay.”

The present sale has been ordered by the Cleveland Trust Com- 
pany, executor and trustee of the estate of the late Louis Rorimer, to 
facilitate the administration of his estate. The Rorimer-Brooks 
Studios which is almost entirely owned by the estate, has, in coopera- 
tion with the family, turned over the decorating business to ten of 
Mr Rorimer’s associates and employees. They will continue in busi- 
ness under the name of Rorimer-Brooks, Incorporated. 


The catalogue contains a wide range of English and French furni- 
ture, mainly in the style of the eighteenth century, together with Orien- 
tal and domestic rigs, decorative objects, textiles, an unusually large 
selection of lamps, fine modern glass and pottery by distinguished cera- 
mists, and a part of the extensive Rorimer collection of hand-blocked 
wall-papers, for which the firm was noted in the profession.
